This picture is engraved by J. Bailey from a drawing by T. Whitcombe in 
The Naval Chronicle for 1814, vol. XXXII, plate CCCCXXVI, facing page 416, 
with the following note :— 


“Represents the total destruction of the American fleet in Penobscot (sic) bay, and 
river, by the squadron commanded by Commodore Sir G. Collier, in 1779. The 
American fleet, consisting of 18 frigates and sloops of war, at the approach of the 
British squadron, pushed up the narrow river of Penobscot in hopes the King’s 
ships would not follow them in so dangerous an attempt, without pilots and the 
river full of shoals; finding themselves mistaken, they ran ashore, and set fire 
to their ships to prevent them falling into our hands. As our frigates pursued this 


dangerous navigation, the enemy’s ships were burning and exploding on either 
side of them. 


“The drawing for the annexed beautiful plate was made expressly for this 
memoir, by Mr. Whitcomb, from an original picture by Mr. Serrens (sic) in 
possession of Lady Collier.”

A “Biographical Memoir of Sir George Collier, Knt. Vice-Admiral of the 
Blue” appears in the same volume of the Naval Chronicle for 1814, pp. 265-296, 
353-400, in it is reprinted a manuscript entitled :

In this manuscript the battle of Ponobscot is fully described on pp. 154-173; 
from this account the following passage may be quoted :— 

Night came on, the “Raisonable” continued the Pursuit till she was 
forced to Anchor for want of Depth of Water; the animating Business of 
the Day had kept up the Commodores Spirits & acted as a restorative 
to his Health; it was the first Hour from his Sailing that he had been 
able to leave his Cabin, & his extreme weakness forced him to sit in a 
Chair upon Deck the whole Time; he remained there till he fainted in 
the Evening through Fatigue. 


The manuscript in question is an octavo volume bound in vellum of 174 
closely written pages containing a number of additional notes in the hand of 
Sir George Collier himself. It treats of a number of matters of the utmost 
interest for the history of the American War of Independence, such as the 
sailing of the Hessian reinforcements, commanded by Lieut.-Gen. de Heister in 
1776; the skirmishes on Long Island in August of the same year; the relief of 
Fort Cumberland later in the year; the naval actions with Commodore Manley 
of the American Navy, ending with the Manley’s defeat and capture in July, 
1777; the expedition to Machias and the conflict with the authorities of Townsend; 
the thwarted invasion into Nova Scotia from Machias; the operations up the river 
Sheepscut and round Witchcastle in September of the same year; various 
operations in 1778, including the re-capture of the English merchant ship Martha, 
which had been taken in the English Channel by the American frigate Boston (“in 
her way to France, with Mr. Adams, who being going there on important business 
from Congress, would not permit the Loss of so much Time as staying with this 
valuable Prize would have occasiond”’) and the capture of the French ship the 
Marquisse de la Fayette, with Mr. Bethune on board; a series of events in 1779, 
including the appointment of Sir George Collier as Commodore and Commander- 
in-Chief of all His Majesty’s Ships and Vessels in America; the attack on 
Virginia, including the capture of Portsmouth, Norfolk, Gosport, Suffolk, etc., 
with the subsequent evacuation of these positions and the return of the British forces 
to New York; the expedition against the province of Connecticut and the battle 
of Ponobscot as set out above. 


The whole is of the utmost interest from the vivid and detailed accounts given, 
und various references occur to public men in America, including George 
Washington, and a propos of the University of Newhaven “those Arch rebels, 
Hancock, Adams, Warren, Otis and Dean,” who had there received their education. 


Among many other items of great historical interest, the following reply of 
Colonel Whiting to the proclamation of Sir George Collier may also be quoted :— 
: Fairfield, July 7th, 1779. 

IR, 

Connecticut have nobly dared to Oppose the Usurpations of an unjust 
and Oppressive nation; as flames have preceded the Answer to your Flag 
we hope they will still Continue as far as in their power to protect 
persecuted & oppressed Innocence. 

SaML. WHITING, Col. 

Considerable additional light on this campaign is also thrown by a manuscript 
in wrappers of a letter book of Sir George Collier in his own handwriting, 
comprising 32 pages (the two first fragmentary), a number of exercises in French 
occupying the other end of the volume. The letters are written in an extremely 
vivid style (“I see with Indignation & Concern, the Rebel Colors insolently waving 
on the Batterys of New York”) and form a most valuable commentary on the 
matters with which they are dealing. Only a portion of them has been very 
inaccurately printed in the volume of the Naval Chronicle quoted above. 

These two manuscripts are sold together with the present picture.
